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“REMARKS OF PRESIDENT SMITH, 


Gentlemen of the Council: 


-Custom has made it almost incumbent on the presiding officer 
of either branch of a Legislative body to make a few introduc- 
tory remarks before entering upon the active duties of office. 

After tendering you my thanks for the distinguished and highly 
appreciated compliment that you have just how paid’ me, I have 
very little to offer. One or two thoughts, however, suggest them- 
selves to my mind at this moment with considerable force, and 
they might almost be expressed in the single word harmony. It 
is certainly desirable that the deliberations of a Legislative body 
should be characterized by calm, deliberate action, moderation, 
personal forbearance and a manifest disposition to sacrifice per- 
sonal preferences to the public good. Members may not, it is 
true, always be able to govern every ebulition of feeling that may 
arise during earnest debate, and especially not while pet measures 
are heing handled without gloves; but we should remember that 
we are only agents for the people, that each member is acting 
for his own constituency separately, and for all the people of the 

-Territory collectively, and not for himself individually, and that 
however much personal considerationg may dispose him to favor 
measures the success of which other members may have espe- 
cially at heart, yet duty to self and to his own constituency may 
leave him no choice, may compel him, in his own judgment at 
least, to array himself against it. We will all, na doubt, often 
times be wrong in our judgment of the real merits and the expe- 
diency of measures, for no one can always be right; and then 
our duties will often be so multifarious that it will not be possi- 
ble for me to give every measure that may come before~us the 
thorough consideration its nature may demand, and this aug- 
ments our liability to err. We will do well to constantly bear 
in mind that the simple fact of others differing from us in opinion 
is no evidence whatever that they are wrong and that we are 
right, to-presume so would be to presume ourselves infallible and 
all others fallible. Men are not organized alike mentally, and 
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never reason or believe just alike; belief itself is not the result 
of voluntary volition, but is always the result of evidence. We 
cannot believe any proposition, theory or fact to be. true until 
furnished a sufficient amount of reasonable evidence to satisfy, 
us of its truthfulness; and owing to mental idiosyncrasies, evi- 
dence that is convincing to one mind, often has little or no influ- 
ence with another mind. We should, therefore, be abundantly 
charitable for unavoidable differences of opinion, and should 
‘ strive, by sound argument and convincing evidence, to satisfy 
others of the correctness of our own views rather than censure 
them for entertaining adverse ones, and this charitableness of 
sentiment should extend to political as well as to other dispari- 
ties of opinion. Political unanimity is not to be expected ina 
legislative body or out of it, and would not, perhaps, be desira- 
ble, since free and untrameled discussion is the aegis of civil 
and political liberty, and without diversity of views there would 
be no discussion; but there is always danger of honest political 
differences degrading into personal and party animosities, thus 
often causing the fate of measures to depend more upon the po- 
litical complexion of the person introducing them than upon any 
real merits or demerits of the measures themselves, which is the 
plague spot at the heart of modern legislation, and is evidently 
one of old Parson Brownlow’s “butt ends of original sin.” A 
proper respect for the opinions of others, a careful avoidance of 
personalities, a constant exercise of that greatest of virtues, 
charity, for the faults and blunders of others, will go far toward 
preventing this evil and securing that harmony so essential to a 
faithful rendering of the important trusts reposed in us by the 
people. l ‘ 

In conclusion, gentlemen of the Council, I ask your charitable 
forbearance for the many faulty rulings which will, no doubt,-be 
made by the chair, and you will, I feel confident, do me the 
simple justice to attribute them to the head instead of the heart, 
for I assure you that my highest ambition will be to faithfully 
discharge my duty and my whole duty, irrespective of conse- 
quences. Hoping that we may realize that legislative harmony

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and fraternal amity throughout the entire session that ‘present 
auspices seem so highly to warrant, J again tender you my thanks 
and announce the Council ready to proceed to business.

Your memorialists, the Legislative Adsembly.of the Territory 
of Washington, would respectfully represent that owing to pat- 
ural obstructions in the Columbia river between. Celilo and Wal- 
lula, it is navigable during the fall of the year, and after’ the 
crops are ready for market, only to boats of a stall class; and’ 
that there being insufficient for their transportation tœ market, 


the productions of the country necessarily remain in store from

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harvest time to the high water of the following spring; that it 
is estimated upon actual surveys by competent persons, that an 
expenditure of $60,000 would remove.all obstructions to navi- 
gation throughout the season, by boats of sufficient capacity to 
supply the wants of the country.

To the Honorable Secretary of War of the United States: 

Your memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory ` 
of Washington, would respectfully represent that the county of 
Stevens embraces within its boundaries nearly one-half of Wash- 
ington Territory, being two hundred miles in length and ‘one 
hundred and fifty in breadth, and containing thirty thousand 
square miles; that it is inhabited by the Spokan, Cour d’Alene, 
Isle d’Pierre, San Poel, Okanagan, Lake, Colville, and Callispel 
tribes of Indians, in all numbering about forty-five hundred; 
that Colville valley contains one hundred and twenty-seven white 
settlers, with thirty women, ‘and one hundred and seventeen 
children, and that there are scattered in various settlements here 
and there, in other parts of the county, one hundred and thirty- 
seven white settlers, with forty women and one hundred and 
fourteén children; that no treaty has ever been made by. the 
United States with the Indians of Stevens county, or have they | 
ever been placed on reservations; that Fort Colville is a military 
post of the United States garrisoned by a single company of 
infantry, and situated at a distance of two hundred miles from 
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the settled portions of Washington Territory east of the Cascade 
mountains; that the Indians inhabiting Stevens county have 
heretofore been kept in check, owing to the presence of this small 
body of troops (since their defeat by the late General George 
Wright) but that when lately it was rumored the troops would 
be removed, they became emboldened and openly announced their 
intention of driving out the white settlers and taking possession 
of their property as soon as the removal of the'troops was accom- 
plished; that the settlers of Colville valley would be unable to 
protect themselves, and would be compelled to abandon their 
farms on which they have expended many years of toil, were 
the troops removed; that the settlers in other parts of the county, 
except possibly those living near the county of Walla Walla, 
would likewise be driven from their homes by the Indians, and 
that hostilities between the whites and Indians would almost 
necessarily follow the removal of the troops; thatin anticipation ` 
of the Northern Pacific railroad passing across Stevens county, 
settlers are immigrating to it very rapidly, and that in the opinion 
of your memorialists, the military post already established by 
the government, with its garrison, should be continued until the 
settlers are numerous enough to protect themselyes and to con- 
vince the Indian tribes living in that county that any resistance 
to immigration, or hostilities to the white population would. he 
futile. 
Wherefore, your memorialists would, respectfully and earnestly 
ask that the post at Fort Colville remain garrisoned as at present, 
till the increase of the population of the county may render the 
` game no longer necessary to the safety of the inhabitants.

The-memorial of the board.of trustees of the town of Olym- 
pia, Washington Territory, respectfully represents that said town 
of Olynipia is situated on Budd’s Inlet of. Puget: Sound, in 
township No. 18, north of. range two west, and.is a body corpor- 
ate under the laws of Washington Territory, with all the rights, 
privileges and duties usually pertaining to town organizations; 
that fronting the said town of Olympia, but within the corporate 
limits thereof, and beyond the meander line of the United States 
land survey, are situate a series of tide flats or overflowed lands, 
intersected by a narrow, shoal and tortuous channel formed by

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Deachute river, at low tide; that said tide flatg are completely 
bare at low water; that they extend from the, extreme southern-
